Total of Twenty.Seven Victims 
of the Wreck Have Been 
Recovered. 

Valencia's Boilers and Cylin- 
ders Show Above Water at 
Low Tide. 



Coroner's Inquest Begins — In- 
vestigation Will Be Com- 
menced Monday. 



FROM the wreck of the ill-fated 
Valencia 27 bodies have now been 
recovered, live more, three of mini 
and two of women, having been 
found floating on the mp of tin. waters 
over a mile from the scene of the 
wreck by the United States revenue cut- 
ter Perry. A special despatch to the 
Colonist from Bnmlield says: "The Per- 
ry returned to Bnmlield Inst night aft- 
er a day spent in cruising near the 
scene of the wreck reports having land- 
ed a lieutenant and six men from her 
crew to relieve the searchers on shore 
who are now thoroughly exhausted. The 
sea was smooth today, though a heavy 
surf rolled on shore, and the' wreck of 
the Valencia, could be plainly seen from 
the deck of the Perry. The outline of 
the steamer shows in the kelp, and her 
boilers and cylinders, from which the 
hull has been broken away, can be seen 
above water at low tide. The wreck is 
not more than one hundred yards from 
shore. Officers of the Perry say the 
t course she took is indicated in the kelp, 
i The bodies recovered by the cutter were 
all picked up when cruising over a milt 
from the wreck, each being sighted from

McGILL UNIVERSITY 

AT THE COAST 



Scheme Outlined for a Science 
College-Bill Now Before 
the House. 



From the Bill of which notice was 
given in the House and which has 
'since been printed it will be seen that 
McGill university proposes to establish 
a college at the coast and as rar as is 
known at present Vancouver is to be the 
chostti spot. The scheme has been de- 
veloped by Professor Tory who paid 
a visit to Vancouver and Victoria six 
months ago for the purpose of negotia- 
ting for a site and ascertaining what 
local financial aid would be forthcom- 
ing. It is understood that his nego- 
tiations were satisfactory hence the 
.measure now before the legislature. In 
the first instance the college will house 
a single faculty, science, and mining 
.will be the chief study. This decision 
has been forced on the organizers by 
■the fact that British Columbia is the 
.most Important mining section of (lie 
Dominion and at present students have 
■to go from here to McGill for their or- 
dinary course and come back every sea- 
son with the summer school for their 
mining practice. This will be reme- 
died by the propositi college which will 
be affiliated with McGill. It is also un- 
derstood that the wealthy eastern bene- 
factors of that institution have prom- 
ised to contribute liberally to the estab- 
lish melvt of the new college and as it 
will form the nucleus of a provincial 
university there is no doubt an to its 
popularity and should be none as to its 
success. 

In the Bill, provision is made for gov- 
ernment representation on the board of 
^management and power is taken to con- 
duct any pari of the higher education 
now in the hands of the high schools 
of the province; Nothing is said about 
an endowment and that will be left for 
the future, and will largely depend on 
whether the new departure now proposed 
is found adequate or whether as is de- 
sired by many of the leading education- 
alists, a provincial university is est .■'>; - 
lished by the government to be iflirucuy 
supported from the public funds.

Apparently Mr. Chamberlain, while 
steadily declining to take the leadership 
of the disunited party practically deliv- 
ered an ultimatum to the effect that un- 
less Mr. Balfour was prepared not only 
to accept Mr. Chamberlain's scheme lfllt 
to make his militant policy he would 
withdraw with his followers and form 
a separate tariff reform party.

Indianapolis, Feb. 2.— With the pros- 
pects pointing to a strike of 550,000 
coal miners unless the present dead- 
lock is broKen by some unforeseen in- 
lluence, the 'national convent loir' of the 
United Mine Workers of America ad- 
journed this afternoon after the disso- 
lution, without reaching a settlement 
of a wage scale, of the joint confer- 
ence of operators and miners In the 
central and southwestern districts. 
John Mitchell, president of the miners' 
union, advised the delegates to go 
home and look to the securing of a 
defence fund in view of a possible 
strike between miners and operators, 
the miners having refused >"> renew 
the present wage scale. and the operat- 
ors haying refused an Increase In 
wages. 

The apparent determination of both 
operators and miners indicates that 
neither will make overtures to the 
other for further negotiations, and, as 
indicated by the speeches of members 
of both organizations at the joint con- 
ference, it is probable that the 
550.00U Will Walk Out 
of the mines in every part of the 
United States on April 1. President 
Mitchell said: 

"The resolution adopted yesterday Is 
capable of no two Interpretations, and 
at the proper time the question will be 
answered." 

The motion to adjourn wus then car- 
ried. 

The delegates rose and sang "Amer- 
ica" before leaving the hall to go to 
their homes. 

The joint conference of the operators 
and the miners of both the central 
competitive and southwestern districts 
I adjourned today without an agreement 
j on a wage scale. The adjournment 
wtis immediately followed by a call for 
a meeting of the national convention of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
for 2 o'clock. 

A motion made by F. L. Robins, the 
spokesman for the operators, that the 
present wage scale be continued was 
lost, as It required under the rules a 
| unanimous vote to carry any of the 
i principal propositions. Operators of 
i Ohio. Indiana and Pennsylvania voted 
I for the motion; Illinois operators de- 
clined to vote. The miners of Obto, 
Indiana and Illinois voted against the 
proposition. 

Minors Vote for Acceptance 
Patrick Dolan, president of the 
Pennsylvania miners, voted for the 
proposition, which caused an uproar 
among the miners. His right to vote 
the Pennsylvania miners for the con- 
tinuance of the present scale, in spite 
of the fact that the Pittsburg conven- 
tion had voted for an increase, was 
challenged by several other Penusyl- 
| vania miners, but on an appeal to the 
I chair the vote was so recorded. The 
| motion to adjourn sine die was made 
; by F. L. Robins immediately following 
the announcement that the proposition 
of the operators as embodied In his 
motion .had been defeated. 

President Mitchell has declared that 
under no circumstances would the 
miners accept any agreement that did 
I not carry with It an increase- In wages; 

and the miners' union has unanimously 
| with tlie exception of three votes, up- 
j held the action of the joint scale com- 
mittee, which refused the proposition 
of the operators that the present wage 
scale be continued. 

President Mitchell's Views 
During an interview this afternoon 
President Mitchell said: "It Is true 
i that never in the history of this coun- 
j try bus a strike of such far-reaching 
! effect been threatened. It means a 
i national suspension of mining if the 
| strike conies on at the expiration of 
I our mining contracts March 31, and it 
includes the anthracite districts. I do 
not know whether this action will have 
any effect on the meeting of the an- 
thracite miners and operators on Feb- 
ruary 15, but it is tlie plan now to 
meet the anthracite operators at that 
time." 

According to figures given out by 
j the national officers of the miners' or- 
; ganlzatlon, they expect the strike, if 
there be one. to bring out about 
100,000 non-union miners in WestVir- 
j ginia and Pennsylvania with 110,000 
union miners of the 150,000 union men 
that would be affected; 150,000 will be 
out in the anthracite regions, 85,000 in 
the Pennsylvania bituminous district, 
38,000 in Ohio, 17.000 in Indiana, 50,000 
in Illinois, 1G.000 in Iowa, 30,000 in 
West Virginia, 3,000 in Michigan and 
approximately 50,000 in Kansas, Miss- 
ouri, Indian Territory and Arkansas, 
A Powerful Organization 
Mr. Mitchell said that never in tlie 
history of this country was there an 
organization that could call so many 
men in one strike having such wide- 
spread effect. 

"Tlie prosperous condition of the 
country," he added, "warrants an in- 
crease for the miners. We accepted 
a decrease by our own votes two years 
•ago when tit the time we were con- 
vinced that the condition of the country 
demanded it. We have been ever 
ready to stand right, ami we stand 
right now." 

The anthracite strike, he said, had 
cost, as estimated by the anthracite 
strike commission. $25,000,000 wages to 
the miners, $50,000,00'0 profit to the 
operators, and $25,000,000 loss in freight 
to the railroads. 

With assessments from November to 
April 1, the miners, witli nearly 
$3,000,000 on hand, could be In posses- 
sion of something like $6,000,000 by 
April 1. 

Mr. Robins reviewed the difference 
In conditions of the miners now and 
when the Interstate and joint confer- 
ence movement went Into effect. "You 
have higher wages and shorter hours," 
he said. "Without argument and in 
the face of all fairness you yesterday 
met and repudiated a fair proposition. 
I want to go on record as protesting 
a'gtllnst such methods. Wc do not. 
propose to have miners of other stales, 
with conditions entirely different from 
ours, dictate as to tin; settlement of 
affairs In our district. Your proposi- 
tion adopted yesterday Is absurd. A 
little section up in Michigan could 
refuse, a settlement and tie up the 
whole country." 

Mr. Mitchell hi reply said: "We 
have shown by the operators' circulars 
that coal is selling .at the mines at 
from .'15 to 50 cents a ton higher than 
It was selling seven months ago, and 
that the condition of their own trade 
is highly prosperous, notwithstanding 



we are asked to continue a lower wage 
scale than we had two years ago. 

"When we accepted a. lower scale on 
account of an unfortunate situation 
existing at that time, we were prom- 
ised that the reduction would be re- 
stored at the next conference." 

FRANCE'S INTERESTS, 

Safeguarding Country's Claim at tho 
Moroccan Conference. 

Paris, Feb. 2.— Safeguarding Franco's 
preponderating political influence in 
Morocco appears to be the main point 
of the French programme at the 
Moroccan conference at Algeciras. On 
other questions France is prepared la 
a liberal spirit to meet any proposals 
formulated, but she will take a Arm 
stand relative to the police. Such Is 
the view expressed in quarters enjoy- 
ing confidence of the ministers here, 
where it is also affirmed that the 
French delegates are determined to 
await the 

Disclosure of Germany's Proposals 
before making known their own propo- 
sitions. It is argued that this waiting 
attitude Is justified by the fact that 
desire for a conference emanated from 
Germany, who should therefore take 
the Initiative in declaring her views. 

The French cabinet possesses the 
unanimous support of the country in 
maintaining the principle that France's 
position in Algeria gives her the right 
to a predominant voice In Moroccan 
affairs. Any other solution of the 
conference would be regarded by the 
country as a display of weakness, and 
the view is generally expressed that a 
return to the status quo would be pre-

Women's Franchise Defeated 

Mr. .7. R. Brown (Greenwood) resumed 
the debate on the bill for extending the 
franchise to women. lie disclaimed 
agreement with ninny of the remarks 
which fell from the member from Nn- 
naimo. He did not believe that women 
were a downtrodden sex, but he failed 
1o see the consistency of permitting them 
to vote in municipal affairs and refus- 
ing them the privilege in the wider sphere 
of political affairs. Bach extension of 
franchise to women in England had been 
attended by good results and none of the 
dire predictions indulged in by its oppon- 
ents bad been verified. The experience 
of the colonies had Iicpii similar. In 
these days women were as well educated 
as men and therefore the old argument 
of ignorance on public affairs no longer j 
applied. All the powers acquired by I 
women had been exercised for good anil 
had tended to raise the standard and 
not to lower it. Political dependence 
fosters ignorance, political independence 
fosters enlightenment and there was no 
valid objection argued against the mea- 
sure. 

Mr. R. Hall (Victoria) supported the 
measure. It was not a new subject to 
liim. an he liar on previous occasions in- 
troduced a similar measure. The pro- 
posal had to combat years of prejudice. 
It was argued that the franchise would 
weaken the domestic and shatter the 
emotional fnc|lltiefl of women. lie de- 
nied it. The result would lie to improve 
t'lieton e of political life. In England 
women of noble birth took an active part 
in electioneering with the best results, 
lie had seen twenty or thirty men wnit- 
ing outside a polling booth waiting for 
.?,'{ to cast their vote. Thai at least 
would not happen if .women had votes. 
Woman had always had a better influ- 
ence than man and she was a better 
worker and a hotter economic ruler, She 
is more thrifty and a better mnnnger. 



She would conduct the business of the 
country with more honesty and less 
graft, He would therefore support the 
measure.

Reduction of Deposit Debate 
Mr. Munro resumed the debate on the 
Provincial Elections hill. Speaking on 
the question of the $200 deposit he did so 
on the ground that during an electoral 
campaign parties resorted to every trick 
to down their opponents or break their 
ranks and the abolition of n substan- 
tial deposit was one of the easiest means. 
A political opponent would, to flatter 
the vanity of a would-be candidate, get 
him nominated in order to split the vote. 
The $200 deposit stood in the way of 
that and its abolition would lead to con- 
fusion. At one time he thought differ- 
ently, hut experience had taught him 
that ho was then wrong. 

Hon. R. McBride did not wish to give 
a silent vote. He did not believe the 
$200 deposit cut the figure that the mem- 
ber for Chilliwack alleged. He did not 
think that its abolition would lead to the 
evil practices alleged. Matters were im- 
proving and there was less corruption 
now than formerly. He did not believe 
that the abolition of a deposit altogether 
would be attended by evil results, but 
he was not prepared to go as far as that 
yet. In colonies where there was in 
deposit no abuses were complained of, 
and no such ill conditions as Mr. Munro 
anticipated had followed. He thought 
there was a happy menu and that wns 
reached when it was made easy for any 
decent man with the suitable qualifica- 
tions to become a candidate. There were 
ninny such men who had not $200 to 
spare; they should not be barred, and 
they should not he forced to he depend- 
ent on the financial assistance of their 
friends. That was an undignified posi- 
tion aud~he should therefore support the 
second reading for a deposit of $30. 

Mr. Stuart Henderson (Yale) asked 
whether it was in order for a privato 
member to introduce a. measure affect- 
ing the revenue of the province. 

The Speaker said he would consider 
the point and the debate was adjourned. 

The House then adjourned to 2 o'clock 
on Monday next.

He found a supporter in Mr. Hall, who 
has figured in this connection before ami 
made a capital speech, but the division 
showed that the champions of the fair 
sex will have a hard fight before tlley 
will be able to chronicle a victory. 

The Premier carried his Dewdncy (lis- 
incorporation hill through the report 
stage by a substantial majority, but Mr. 
Oliver refused to allow the third read- 
ing to be taken, so presumably he still 
has another amendment up his sleeve. 

The House adjourned at an interesting 
stage, Mr; Speaker desiring to consider 
an objection raised by Mr. Stuart Hen- 
derson to the Provincial Elections bill. 
This measure is introduced by Mr. Haw- 
thorfhwtlife and proposes to reduce the 
deposit of parliamentary candidates from 
$200 to $50. Mr. Henderson claims that 
it is out of order on the ground that a 
private member cannot introduce a fiscal 
measure affecting the revenues of the 
province.

THE BRITISH TARIFF COMMISSION 

The reports of the Chamberlain 
Tariff Commission are coining rapidly 
to hand. Unfortunately, the prospects 
of the findings influencing the present 
British government in their favor are 
not immediate. They will, however, I deplore the situation and 
furnish a vast amount of material for 
continuing the campaign so spiritedly 
.and ably begun by Mr. Chamberlain. 
The latest to hand deals with prefer- 
ence in relation to the trade between 
the United Kingdom and Canada, and 
is based upon the official returns of the 
United Kingdom, Canada and the 
United States, and the oral and written 
evidence of British and Irish witnesses 
and firms who have true relations with 
Canada. 

The main conclusions demonstrated 
by the facts and llgures are: 

That during the last 20 years the 
tendency has been for Canada to de- 
pend in an increasing degree upon the 
United Kingdom for the disposal of her 
products, and upon the United States 
for the supply of those materials and 
manufactures which she is unable to 
provide for herself, and which could 
to a very large extent be supplied from 
the United Kingdom. 

That, largely as the result of keen 
United States and German competition 
in the Canadian market, the exports of 
British manufactures to Canada de- 
clined rapidly and steadily until about 
1807, when the preference was first 
adopted, and that since 1897 this de- 
cline lias been turned into & substan- 
tial and continuous increase.

APPARATUS FOR DRYING HAIR. 

Especially Designed for Drying-Ladies' 
Hair After Washing. 

An abundance of luxuriant bolr is a 
pride to the lady who is fortunate enough 
to be the owner, but It has Its disad- 
vantages. It is always a perplexing prob- 
lem to her to dry It quickly after washing 
or shampooing.

AIDS TO NAVIGATION. 

For the purposes of comparison, we 
have been asked to gMve some particu-

SALMON PACK OVER 
ONE MILLION CASES 

Final Returns In - Results Are 
Generally Larqer Than In 
Year 1897. 



The final returns respecting the sal- 
mon •canning Industry, which have just 
been received, show that the total am- 
ount of salmon packed in British Colum- 
bia last season was 1,1(17,400 cases, says 
the Vancouver Province. 

The total pack of soekeyes on the 
Fraser river and at northern points was 
1,080,073 cases. On the Fraser river 
the to t u I sockeye pack wns 837,480 cases, 
while the total pack or all kinds of lisb 
on tho Fraser river amounted to 877,130 
cases, in the North the cockeye pack 
was 248,184 cases, and the total pack, 
including other kinds of salmon, 290,324 
cases. 

Comparison of Years 
The total Pritrsii Columbia puck Inst 
season was considerably less than it woe 
ia 11101, the lust, previous large year 
in the four-year cycle, but it was larger 
than the pack of 1807,, another large 
year in the four-year cycle. The total 
pack in 1001 was 1,230,150 eases, of 
08,600 cases more than the pack of last 
year. In 1807 (ho total pack amounted 
to 1, 015,477 cases, or 151,083 eases letss 
than the pack of last: year. 

Poor Pack This Season 
In red and white springs on tho Fraser 
river and in the North the total pack 
last season was 2(5,359 cases. Hump- 
backs were packed to the number of 
13.070 cases, and cohocs packed num- 
bered 44, -158 cases. 

The packers arc already preparing 
(heir estimates for the pack of the com- 
ing season, which is expected to be much 
lighter than was that of IIMIU, the cor- 
responding year in the four-year cycle, 
when the number of cases put up was 
025,082. In 10(12 the hatcheries on the 
Fraser did not do extra well, and in tho 
same year the spawning grounds of tho 
Quesnel were closed to the fish by a 
dam at Quesnel Porks.

The election of officers then took place 
and resulted in the election of Anton 
Henderson 12nd vice-president and the 
committee, J. B. Wilson, J. L. Beckwith, 
ox'-Ald. Oddv, G. A. Coldwell. Elliott S. 
Howe, together with Aldermen \ Invent 
and Dnvev as appointees of the council. 
E. C. Smith was unanimously elected as 
treasurer. The remaining offices of 
president and vice-president a>'e repre- 
sented by Mayor Morley and T. AN. 1 at- 
ersoll. president of the hoard of trade. 

The secretary was instructed to have 
the annual, report printed and distribut- 
ed. The reports are as follows:— 
The Subscribers of the Tourist Associa- 
tion of Victoria, B. C: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: We, the 
members of your executive, have Pleas- 
ure in submitting for your approval the 
fourth annual report. U may be ad- 
visable for us at the outset to remind 
you, and the citizens of Victoria of just, 
what the association Is. It may then, 
after a review of the year's work, be in 
order, as business men who have with 
you contributed to its funds and, as 
your stewards, have had the supervis- 
ion of Its affairs and expenditure of 
its revenue, to give you our opinion as 
to the usefulness of the institution and 
the desirability of carrying on the 
work. 

From the published reports of th* 
meetings held when the association 
was formed, the sole objects were out- 
lined as follows: "The advertising 01 
Victoria and Vancouver Island as a re- 
sort for summer tourists trad sports- 
men." Also to encourage everything 
that will contribute towards that end. 
It was for these objects that those en- 
thusiastic meetings were held and such 
vim was put into the collection of sub- 
scriptions by the first committee. We 
believe that you will agree with us 
after hearing the report of the years 
work, especially when the work of pre- 
vious years is also taken Into consider- 
ation, that there should be even more 
enthusiasm shown In support of the 
Institution now than when it was 
formed. 

Have the Objocts Been Attained? 

A conclusion upon Wa object must be 
reached by the subscriber after care- 
fully considering whut work has been 
done, what disinterested people In out- 
side cities say of the efforts put forth 
mid what results have been achieved. 

The World's Fair at Portland 
caused us to deviate somewhat from 
the course pursued during other years. 
It was obvious that the transportation 
companies and the management of the 
World's Fair would see to it that the 
attractiveness of a western trip would 
be extensively advertised In other parts 
of the continent, therefore, our main 
efforts were directed In Inducing those 
people who attended the fair to visit 
Victoria and in inducing the people of 
the Pacific states and cities to spend 
their vacations here. This association 
has succeeded In establishing Victoria 
In its premier position as a "tourist re- 
sort among the cities of the coast." 
Therefore it was deemed advisable not 
to send our secretary 011 any trip east 
of the mountains but to confine our 
work to the principal avenues that led to 
Portland and amongst the visitors to 
that city after their arrival. The sec- 
retary's first trip was to Seattle, Ta- 
coma, Portland, Sacramento. Siva Fran- 
cisco and Salt Lake City, calling again 
at Portland, Tacoma and Seattle on the 
return trip. In each of these cities the 
same methods oL-attructing attention 
to Victoria were followed as in previous 
years. Several columns ot space were 
devoted to Interviews with him, ten 
thousand folders were distributed— in 
some cities from house to house, and 
ten thousand books were also distrib- 
uted. A large number of leading cit- 
izens In each city were called upon 
personally with whom were left copies 
of our books. While in Portland a very 
Important concession was secured from 
the management of the Lewis and 
Clarke Fair which was worth a great 
deal more than the whole trip cost and 
which made it possible to do the work 
which was afterwards done at the fair 
and which will be referred to later. In 
Salt Lake City, one of the richest in 
the United States, and a splendid Held 
for Aur work, fresh ground was broken 
with, we believe, excellent prospects of 
securing good business in the future, in 
fact it is already bearing fruit. The 
secretary also made several shorter 
trips during the year. 

Literature Issued. 
In the issuing of advertising matter 
we have followed the example of our 
predecessors and have had prepared 
under the supervision of the printing 
committee the very best that it was 
possible to compile, believing that 
cheap advertising matter is only 
thrown away and Is never retained by 
the recipients, while literature of a high 
class and artistically illustrated, is 
sought after and preserved. A new 
book has been Issued this year entitled 
"Impressions," of which fifty thou-rc.nl 
copies were printed. So great was the 
demand for this book that we could 
have used twice tlie number if wc 
could have afforded them. It was com- 
piled by the secretary at no additional 
expense. the half-tone ill 11st rations 
were made by the B. C. Photo-Engrav- 
ing Co., and It was printed in two 
colors by tin; Colonist P. & P. Co., and 
therefore Is entirely the product of 
Victoria, and. reflects the greatest 
credit upon all concerned in its produc- 
tion. In addition to this booklet an- 
other edition of ten thousand copies of 
".V:i Output of Empire" was issued and 
fifty thousand four-page Illustrated 
folders and twenty thousand leaflets 
were also printed. The total number 
or copies of advertising matter that has 
been printed and distributed by the as- 
sociation during tlie year is one hun- 
dred and thirty-live thousand and the 
number since the association was 
formed is over live hundred thousand 
copies requiring fifteen tons of paper. 
These we (irmly believe have been dis- 
tributed to the very best advantage 
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ought to compliment the secretary on 
bis work and to congratulate the Asso- 
ciation upon the great good it was do- 
ing for Victoria and especially on the 
excellence of the literature Issued 
which in his opinion was equal to any 
thing of Its kind on the continent. 
Tho Distribution of Literature. 
This branch of the work of even 
more importance than the printing, has 
received special attention this year. 
It must indeed have been difficult for 
any person to reach the Pacillc Coast 
without hearing of Victoria. Contracts 
were entered into at the beginning of 
the year which placed our books in al- 
most every hotel and ticket office In 
Salt Lake City, Ogden and other cities 
in tlie state of Utah. In the state of 
California the same arrangements were 
made except that In many of the lead- 
ing tourists resorts they were in tlie 
hotels in two or three different posi- 
tions. In Oregon and Washington we 
bad the same contracts and in the city 
of Portland we had a special arrange- 
ment by which all the leading ticket 
offices, Information bureaus and hotels 
were supplied daily independently of 
the other contract, so that there was 
very little chance of anyone getting 
out of Portland without hearing of Vic- 
toria, even if he succeeded in getting 
In. This work was altogether separate 
'from that which! was undertaken at tlie 
fair itself, and which will be dealt with 
in another part of this report. In the 
city of Seattle we also had a special 
representative for four months In the 
year, who met all the lncoiping trains, 
kept the hotels supplied (altogether in 
addition to tlie contracts already men- 
tioned), and distributed the literature 
to the excursionists w ho patronized the 
various pleasure steamers. The pas- 
sengers on the "Seeing Seattle" car 
also received one of our books. This 
did not exhaust our efforts In Seattle, 
however, for over ten thousand homes 
received one of the illustrated four- 
page folders "Victoria, The Beautiful." 
Distribution of Books by Mail. 
I a very comprehensive one and a great 
| many of the hooks are circulated in this 
way. I luring this year most of the 
school teachers in the country between 
Seattle and Spokane have received a 
copy of "Impressions." A very large 
I percentage of the leading society women 
I of Chicago also had a copy mailed to 
them early in the year, and in many 
smaller cities in Montana and the west- 
ern states the leading business 
men had one nut i led to them. 
Leading Railway Companies' Supplies 
As an instance of how the enterprise 
of the citizens in providing an adver- 
tising fund is utilized to the best pos- 
sible advantage, we may point out that 
at the beginning of the year some of 
the great railways in the United States 
wrote their agents on the Coast in an- 
ticipation of tlie World's Pair business 
for some booklets descriptive of any 
portion of the north Pacific coast. The 
only literature they were able to get 
consisted of the hooks issued by this 
association, ami within twenty-four hours 
a supply of 1,500 was sent to the gen- 
eral passenger traffic manager of the 
Northern Pacific and (Jrem Northern 
railways: a supply of half that number 
was sent to the North Western and the 
Soo line, and to several other of I In 
big eastern railway offices. These were 
in the hands of tin ticket agents through- 
out the east who were hooking passen- 
gers to tlie Pacific coast; and when the 
Victoria citizen stoqd and watched the 
crouds coming oil' the slcun»evs this 
year wondering somewhat at their 
number, lie probably did not know thnt

As an example of this kind of comment 
and It is only one of several of a sim- 
ilar nature, we might suy that in a 
meeting of tlie executive attended by. 
almost all the members, Mr. Robert 
Kerr, G. P. T. M. of the C. P. R„ who 
has the expenditure of the C. P. Ry. 
advertising fund amounting to $250,- 
000 a year, stated that he was not In 
the habit of snyfng nice things about 
tuiyouo to Ids face, but he felt that he 
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the work of this association had been 
so far reaching and that the one place 
on this coast that was best known 
when these •people left home, was Vic- 
toria. In addition to this we sent out 
a personal letter to thirty-live of" the 
principal ticket agents selling tickets 
to the coast in Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, and St. Louis, ask- 
ing each one of them to place Victoria 
on the itinerary of the passengers 
booked by tin in, and forwarding al the 
same time several copies of our books 
for their own personal use. In addi- 
tion to this thirty-five newspapers in 
the same section were written to ask- 
ing that attention he drawn to tlie new 
book which we had got out, and which 
we forwarded therewith. Our work 
amongst the railway companies did not 
end lH-re because every ticket office 
along the line of the Southern Pacific 
railway also received packages of our 
books once or twice during tlie year, as 
also did those of the Canadian Pacific 
railway and the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company. Of course special work 
was done along the Canadian Pacific 
railway which will be referred to in 

Our Work in the Canadian Northwest 

Since tin- inauguration of the Associa- 
tion some of its best work has been done 
'by this and previous executives in this 
section, believing that no matter what 
was done' in other parts of the world 
special attention should be paid to 
Manitoba and t he Territories, especially 
as the work there can have a two-fold 
result: first, that the residents can be 
induced to spend their summer or win- 
ter vacations here: second, that, those 
who sell their property to newcomers 
can lie Induced to purchase homes 
or small tracts of laud around t his - city. 
Therefore wo have mailed hooks this 
year into two thousand homes in the 
Northwest. At the time of the New 
Westminster fair, we issued 1,0(111 large 
posters which we placed in almost ev- 
ery ticket office, every railway station, 
eve y hotel and every postoffico through- 
out i his section, and a copy of which 
was also sent to almost every ticket and 
railway station throughout the Canadian 
Pacific system in Canada. A large num- 
ber were also sent throughout the sys- 
tem of the Canadian Northern, so thnt 
the whole of the west has been thor- 
oughly covered with advertising matter 
relating to this city, and we hope the 
Incoming executive will continue this 
work. 

The Nature of the Advertising 

While the chief aim of the advertis- 
ing oi the association has been to draw 
attention to tlie attractions and advan- 
tages of Victoria as a tourist resort and 
residential city, we have not by any 
melius confined ourselves to this aspect 
of- our city. We have devoted a very 
large amount of space' to the opportun- 
ities offered in the surrounding coun- 
try to new settlers to engage in fruit 
growing, dairying, poultry raising and 
mixed farming. As an instance of this 
we might refer to tho poster which was 
sent throughout the Canadian North- 
west, one third of which was devoted 
to the tourist business and two thirds 
to drawing attention to the other mat- 
ters just referred to. This class of ad- 
vertising has done us a great deal of 
good and attention will bo drawn to 
the results therefrom in another pari 
of this report. Many people have re- 
ferred in tlie public press to the -want 
of new industries and that industries 
build up a city. This executive is alive 
to such an obvious fact but; if these 
gentlemen will go u little further and 
give us some idea how to secure these 
industries they will confer a benefit' 
upon the city mid i ii favor upon us. We 
have taken this mutter,! up with the 
hoard Of trade, we have discussed it 
amongst ourselves mid in every way 
we have sought to draw tho attention 
of .people- coming to the coast for bun 



iness purposes to the advantages of- 
fered by Victoria. We do not, how- 
over, feel thnt this city should stand 
still until people are persuaded to start 
new factories or industries here-', hut 
) rather to seize every opportunity that 
presents tiself to make our city known 
to the outside world for those advan- 
tages which it possesses over fill other 
cities on the Pacific const, and in do- 
ing so, we are not,, only utilizing the ns- 
I sets that we do possess, hut have a bet- 
ter opportunity of attracting the atten- 
tion of capitalists to the city, who may 
j he contemplating starting .business on 
! the coast, who otherwise would prob- 
ably m ver hear of it. And we are 
j pleased that this policy has been suc- 
j cessful in a most notable instance, for 
j it is largely due to the advertising of 
this association Unit tlie cement works 
! were established on Vancouver island 
I at Tod's Inlet. This is a distinct gain 
of an industry for this district iu which 
] is invested at least one hundred thou- 
sand dollars and for which the money 
you have contributed is responsible. 

Miscellaneous Advertising 

It would perhaps weary you for us to 
give a detailed account of the miscel- 

i laueous advertising done during tlie year 
sufficient, perhaps for us to say that sev- 
eral illustrated articles have appeared 

land full page advertisements in maga- 
zines, and a large number of lantern

tures in Canada and the old country. 
We believe that at tlie present time 
there are no less than tin lecturers on 
the road with a large number of views 
of Victoria, one in Germany, six in 

| England and Hie rest hi Canada and 
the United States. Photographs arc- 
also being supplied by this association 
to many writers and newspapers to be 

j used in descriptive articles on Victor- 
la to be inserted in influential maga- 
zines and newspapers without any cost 
beyond the photographs, to this city. 
Twenty new cabinets in oak and ma., 
hogany with plate glass fronts for the 
purpose of holding our hooks have bec-'n 
made lo order and are now on hand 
available for next year's work and will 
be distributed early in the year. 

Work at the Portland Fair 

Early in the year it was decided to 
have, if possible, a bureau of infor- 
mation inside the worlds fair grounds 
at Portland. The secretary, while iu 
that city succeeded in securing from the 
management, on account of the interest 
this association had previously taken in 
the fair and t,he publicity we had at 
all times given to if when possible a 
free concession of space in tlie foreign 
exhibits building equal to one that wa.s 
granted to the exhibitor next to us for 
one thousand dollars. After wo had 
secured the grant of this space and 
while the secretary was still in Port- 
land, the Vancouver Tourist association 



made a proposal to us to join with them 
in an exhibit at fair. We informed them 
that we had already arranged for such, 
but that we should he pleased to allow 
them to co-operate witli us upon the pay- 
ment of half the expense which they 
agreed to do. The two associations then 
approached tlie government for a grant 
on behalf of the exhibit and eventually 
received an appropriation of two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars'. We also received 
the valuable aid from the government by 
the Inn a of a collection of animate, birds, 
fishes, minerals, grains, fruits and woods 
which enabled us to put up what several 
of the members of this executive 'felt, 
who personally inspected it, was a veiy 
creditable exhibit, although it must hi; 
distinctly understood that it was not: 
placed there so much us an exhibit as to 
furnish and equip an office for the distri- 
bution of our literature. It was in charge 
of Mr. W. L. Sentou, a man who was 
well qualified for the position and who 
was thoroughly posted on Victoria and 
the Coast portions of British Columbia. 
As to the value the City of Victoria got 
for the money expended we will quote a 
letter written by Mr. Seuton, after tho 
close of the fair: —

Dear Sir: I wrote you hurriedly yes- 
terday in answer to yours inquiring about 
extra charge in hauling exhibit.

Iti sizing up your four and a half 
months' work at the Lewis & Clark Ex- 
position I consider you have every rea- 
son to be well pleased. 

You succeeded in getting about $3,'000 
worth of work done for about half that 
amount. First by bard pushing you 
obtained a concession for nothing, which 
your next neighbors for the same rqiare 
had lo pay at the rate of $1000. You 
got your exhibit put in place much 
cheaper than the cost of other work of 
the same kind, and lastly your running 
expenses were much less than was incur- 
red by other exhibits and advertising 
work or the same nature. Altogether I 
consider you had the best exhibit for 
the amount of money disbursed at the 
exposition. This of course is taking in- 
to account the purpose for which tin 
exhibit was intended, viz., a decoration 
for the purpose of attracting strangers 
to the office of the Tourist Association of 
Victoria and Vancouver, there to be 
dealt with by the representatives of the 
associations,

Even his opponents arc paying their tri- 
bute to him as a great townsman, who 
all kl)l'0Ugh his career has been an ex- 
ample of the civic patriot. Birming- 
ham's devotion to Mr. Chamberlain is 
touching in its warmth ami truthfulness 
and seven tariff reformers returned by 
Birmingham are counted as a tribute 



to his personal hold upon the affection 
of his fellow townsmen. Wore no groat 
national principle involved, all parties 
would njoioo in such it signal token of 
gratitude to a public man from his own 
people. 

Mr. Balfour and Tariff Reformers 

are saying this is only a temporary de- 
cision and they point to the fact that al- 
though the Liberals have until now with- 
out the Irish majority of 175 or near- 
ly two to one— the total vote is 1,704,200 
for the Liberals against 1.42T.887 for 
the Unionists, there is thus onlv a ma- 
jority of 340,000 votes over the whole 
country out of a total of over 3,000,000 
votes.

The Labor Party 

One of the most portentous results' 
of the general elections so far is the I 
rise of the Labor party. Although In 
only four cases did a Labor candidate 
prevent a Liberal being returned, the 
help of the Liberals enabled 22 Labor 
members to be elected, and there is the I 
prospect now of a Labor party of 50 
In the next parliament 30 of whom will I 
be Independent and critical. There is 
doubt but this new force will shape 
the character of future legislation audi 
revolutionize in time the House of I 
Commons and its work. Apart from 
the question of free trade, It does seem 
as if the first parliament of the 
twentieth century is to be noted for the 
participation of the democracy in na- 
tional legislation. This should sober 
the masses of the people and make for 
a more Intelligent sense of political 
responsibility. It is the slowly ripened 
fruit of the last Reform Act of 1880 
which extended the franchise. It will 
tend, too, to bring the parliament of 
the Old Country Into line with the 
democratic parliaments of Greater 
Britain. Along the lines of democracy 
perhaps is the real unity of the Um- 
pire to be achieved. 

Today the leading Conservative week- 
ly, the Spectator, is saying the victory is 
for free trade and nothing else, The Sate 
government up till the beginning of the 
protestionist campaign in 10O3 had not. 
s»ys the Spectator, done anything to 
mako it unpopular.

(Conservative) thinks the Conservative 
free traders have come off' worst nnd that 
therefore the loss is not due so much to 
the adoption of fiscal reform ns to the 
adoption iu many cases of tentative pro- 
posals of retaliation which did not ap- 
peal to the people.

This is strong language 
from the powerful or go 11 which lias al- 
ways spoken for the "intellectuals" of 
the Conservative parly in England. 
British Capital for Vancouver Island 
I hear there is the prospect of British 
capital being invested in several , Can- 
adian enterprises iu the not fur distant 
future. A wealthy syndicate is expect- 
ing to revive a recently abandoned wood 
pulp venture iu British Columbia, while 
a number of fishery exports on the north 
east const of England are looking with 
keen interest to the shores of the Pacific 
and are now waiting the return of a 
special commissioner sent by them from 
Scotland to report upon the fishing 
grounds Of British Columbia. Before 
very long it may bo that a British com- 
pany will have steam trawlers along 
the "Pacific const of Canada with curing 
stations about Victoria from whence 
they will go into the markets of the Do- 
minion and California and the states 
bordering on Canada. The English capi- 
talists who arc considering the project 
are in the fishing industry in Lngland 
and Scotland, and they arc alive to the 
enormous possibilities of the fishing and 
curing industry of British Columbia, and 
if it be found that access to big markets 
is easy the proposed company may soon 
get to work. They have already in view 
the sending out of a large staff of work- 
ers, men nnd women, from Grimsby and 
Varmouth and Spotish fisheries to Brit- 
ish Columbia. How much may be made- of 
the Canadian fisheries which are yet 
undeveloped is incalculable. Iu Brit- 
ish Columbia some enthusiasts here rec- 
kon it may equal the mineral wealth. 
However that may be, it must be vast 
for here on our little island coasts the 
harvest of the sea was last year worth 
£11,700,000 and the industry altogether 
employed 12,000 workers, exclusive of 
the vast army belonging to auxiliary 
trades. 

Anglo-Canadian Trado 

On the subject of Anglo-Canadian 
trade Mr. J. A. Hobson, the thoughtful 
English observer who has been touring 
in Canada, sends to Friday's Chronicle 
a weighty article on the neglected oppor- 
tunities for English trade with Canada. 
He comments severely on the lack of 
British advertisements in Canadian 
newspapers and magazines, the luck of 
British commercial travelers in u field 
where American and even continental 
travelers are busy. The tariff prefer- 
ence, lie thinks, instead of doing us good, 
has tended to slacken our vigilance. The 
absence of consular reports from Canada 
is deplored and the colonial Office is look- 
ed to for British exporters and contrac- 
tors what the Canadian trade agents of 
the Dominion government are doing in 
Britain. If we linve those agents iu 
Ottawa witli correspondents in Halifax, 
Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg nnd Van- 
couver we could do more than the pref- 
erential tnrifr has yet done for us in 
Canadian markets. So little trouble is 
taken on' the British side to get their 
share of trade in Canada, that, it seems 
idle to talk of artificial means of improv- 
ing- our trado with Canada.

"I contradict Ihnl statement in its en- 
tirely as dipt. Cousius never made any 
such request to mo. Furthermore; I 
never shouted bark to him that 1 was 
going to run to Uetile for shelter. 

"After I had reconnoitred the, wreck 
as closely as I dared go, which was a 
quarter of a mile from the wreck, the 
Queen ever went, and about three-quar- 
ters of a mile from'the wreck. I talked 
with the Salvor atid then returned to the 
Queen to explain to liim the conclusions 
those on the Salvor and Czar bad come 
fo as to tlie best moans of assisting any 
of tlie shipwrecked people who might 
still he in the Valencia's rigging. I was 
not sure that I here were any people in 
the rigging, nor was I sure that there 
wore none there. As I have said, tin.' 
weather was very dirty, and it was im- 
possible for me to see tlie wreck clearly. 
Send Aid by Land 
"When I got back to the Queen I tried 
to make Capt. Cousins understand that 
my investigations close to the wreck that 
it would be impossible to launch a small 
boat to proceed dose to'the Valencia, us 
the seas wore running too high and the 
combers were breaking all around the 
vicinity of the wreck. I shouted to Cous- 
ins and tried to toll him that as Capt. 
Troup, on the Salvor, and I, had agreed 
t lint it would be impossible to send aid to 
the wreck from the water side, we hud 
agreed to run into Bn in tic Id us soon ns 
possible and got a party started from 
along the shore to the wreck. I 
had no megaphone, hut I shouted this 
information to Cousins and be must have 
misunderstood it. 

Falsa in Another Place 
"Regarding Cousins' statement that 
the Czar finally sheered iu a little way 
nnd came back reporting that the en- 
tire hull was under water ami there was 
no living person aboard and that nt 
that time Cousins could plainly see' peo- 
ple on board. I wish to say that that is 
absolutely false. No such report was 
ever made by me to Cousins. When I 
got alongside the Queen Cousins told me 
that he could see people aboard. 

"I hud with me on the Czar us pilot 
Mr. Campbell, now first officer on the 
steamer Princess Victoria. lie was in 
the pilot house with me when we were 
running in toward the wreck. Campbell 
knows that coast better than any other 
man because ho was for years running 
sealers in and out of the west coast har- 
bors. He is more competent to pilot in j 1!)0( 

those waters than either of the two men \ 

Cousins had on the Queen. 

Would Have Been Lost 
"We ran the Czar- right in as far as 
the breaking water, and once Campbell 
culled my attention to a monster sea 
which broke right ahead of the Czar. 
If another comber had caught the stern 
of the tug we would have boon buried 
Seeing the way thai-seas were breaking 
iiliead of us, we' cdiic'hided that we had 
gone as far us Ws dared, and we then 
put about and stood out to sea. 

"The only question Cousins asked mo 
was whether I was going to stand by the 
wreck — this after our return from recon- 
noitering— and in reply 1 told him id' 
our conclusion to go to Bainileld, that 
if anything- could be done for the wreck 
it must be by land, as it was impossible 
to get close in by the water. 1 also 
shouted to him that if anything could be 
done from flic water when the seas mod- 
erated, tlie Salvor would bo on Iiand 
to do it. 

Cousins Had Large Boats 
"If it had been possible to put off 
bouts it was Cousins' place to do so. 
as he hod the boats. The little shells 
we had on the Czar would not have 
lusted a minute in the seas which were 
running. Cousins had large lifeboats, 
and it was his place to put theiri olT if 
boats could have lived. Some marines 
on the Queen, 1 see, volunteered to man 
the hunts, but Cousins refused to allow 

them to take the chance. 

"I have no desire to say anything 
about the wreck, and would not have 
made this statement, but for the fact 
that I cannot stand by and allow the 
charges made by Cousins to go unchal- 
lenged. 

Providential for Rafts 

"How do I account for the fact thai 
rafts were able to get away from tin- 
ship while it is contended that no boats 
could have gone near the wreckV Well, 
it seems providential that the rafts man- 
aged to got away, although rafts could 
live in seas that would swamp boats. 
How those rafts got away I cannot ex- 
plain. It is impossible for a boat to 
live in those waters. Even days after it 
was Impossible to put boats through the 
surf, as was shown from the failure of 
numerous trials." 

Captain Christiansen has a record as 
a lifesaver on this coast, which is not 
likely In lie discounted by any charges 
made by Captain Coushus in connection 
with the Valencia wreck. People who 
know of this record will readily accept 
the statements made by Captain Chris- 
tiansen today as being tlie absolute truth.

R. M. Palmer Who Had Charge 
of Exhibit iit London 
Home. 



Says a Splenciid Advertisment 
for British Columbia Has 
Accomplished, 



R. M. Palmer, chief of too provincial 
bureau at Information, accompanied by his 
bride, returned to Victoria after nearly 
three months' absence, .spent principally in 
Great Britain In coniioctlon with an ex- 
hibit bf fruit, which he accompanied and 
had charge of at several of the leading 
Commercial ami Industrial centres of the 
(Motherland, Through the exhibit, which 
consisted of apples ami pears, nn enor- 
mous amount of splendid advertising was 
given the horticultural Industry of British 
Columbia, and It was found quite feasible 
to land in England apples, grown In this 
province In first class condition, notwith- 
standing the lone, haul by rail and 6 team- 
bout, ami still leave a 'splendid margin of 
profit to growers after nil expenses arc- 
paid. While the trade In apples will lie 
limited to certain varieties, such as Yellow 
Newton 1'lppins, these can he grown to 
tlie 'greatest perfection In this province, 
and just so soon as they can be had in 
(luanUtles buyers will he found ready to 
.t she them right on toe ground, when pack- 
ed for shipment. Mr. Palmers visit has 
opened the eyes of thousands of Britishers 
to the possibilities of fruit culture In Can- 
ada's most westerly province, aud its mag- 
nificent climatic Conditions, and as a con- 
sVCquonee scores have signified their inten- 
tion of coming out to take up fruit farms 
and go Into the business on a substantial 

•The consignment o'f fruit that I took to 
England consisted of -isi) boxes, that In- 
cluded some -10 varieties of apples and a 
few pears, gathered from the different fruit 
growing areas of the province. I was 
greatly assisted by the Canadian Pacific 
railway, who furnished, free transportation 
for the fruit, and whose officers both at 
borne anil in IOngland took a very active In- 
terest- throughout," said Mr. Palmer yos- 
•terday afternoon at. his office lu the par- 
liament buildings. 

Auction Sale at Covent Garden 

"Shortly after my arrival in London an 
auction sale was held at Covent Gardens 
by Messrs. Garcia, Jacobs «fc Co.. one of 
the largest frail Importers ami brokers In 
the Old Country, and at that sale 150 
boxes were ottered to test the market. The 
prices varied from its. to 13s. per box un- 
der the hammer, to wholesale dealers. In 
comparison with apples offered from the 
United States and Eastern Canada, they 
were very much higher, weight for weight; 
and the prices realized were eqtml lo the 
highest obtained for choice Oregon fruit. 

"'file first exposition at which the fruit 
was shown was the Royal Horticultural 
Society's colonial fruit exhibit, held in the 
society's own hall In Vincent Square. The 
show lasted three days — December ."> to 7. 
On the opening day the afternoon was 
practicany given over to the press. 'Every 
metropolitan paper and many of the pro- 
vtnclnl newspapers within a near radius 
of London .sent representatives. Mini, as has 
already been told in press despatches, the 
display made by British Columbia received 
very marked attention. The Idea of a 
•press afternoon' Is thai the newspaper 
men may have an opportunity of obtaining 
nil information wiuiout being annoyed by 



oellent method of advertising the exposi- 
tion at. the start,, when publicity U} mo.it 
needed to attract attendance. 

"In addition to the display shown at the 
Horticultural Society's colonial fruit ex- 
hibition, exhibits were placed at the army 
and navy stores and at Pouting Bros., one 
of tin' largest departmental stores in the 
Old World metropolis, at Kensington. The 
fruit was nlso shown at tilasgow. Edin- 
burgh* Manchester and Chester all een- 
ares of large population. Besides sample 
lots of fruit, were sent out to over 100 dif- 
ferent points In England, Ireland and 
Scotland, so altogether tlie distribution of 
the fruit was large and caused much fa- 
vorable comment and attention." 

Mr. Palmer's Lecture in London 
As a sample of the publicity work done 
by the special commissioner, the following 
taken from the Morning Advertiser, Lon- 
don, In speaking of a lecture delivered by 
Mr. Palmer, on fruit growing In this prov- 
ince, on the second day of the colonial 
fruit show, held by the Royal Horticultural 
Society, says: 

"This was Illustrated by lantern slides, 
and WHS especially Interesting us a corol- 
lary to the magnificent show of British 
Columbian fruit which was on view in the 
ball, and which had been awarded the 
gold medal of the Royal Horticultural So- 
ciccty, the highest recognition obtainable 
for fruit lu this country. 

"Mr. Palmer pointed out that fruit had 
been grown for fifty years past In the 
older settlements of tin? province, but the 
commercial output which was represented 
in tin.' apples exhibited below did not date 
back further than twelve or fifteen years. 
Their methods of orchard practice were 
those which had been so successful in Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon, and included system- 
atic cultivation of the orchard soils, and 
pruning, spraying, ami thinning of tin- 
fruit. Tlie methods of grading and pack- 
ing were also those proved to be so sue- 
cussful in the other countries mentioned. 
The principal fruit growing districts were 
the Okiinngan valley, including Vernon, Ke- 
lownii,' and 'Suinmerland, and the Kooto- 
nay Vallcv, all In the .southeast part of 
the province, the Fraser River valley in 
the lower Mainland of the province, and 
Lvttou and Spencer's Bridge, In the warm 
Valleys east of the Cascade mountains. 

"Considerable areas In Vancouver Island 
were also under Crultctilture, and there 
were extensive tracts of laud equally suit- 
able which bad, however, not yet beep 
planted. These were to be found especial- 
ly In the Stmllkameen, the upper Colum- 
bia, and the southern portion of the Okan- 
agan valleys, and In Vancouver Island. All 
the leading commercial varieties or applet, 
pears; plums, cherries, peaches, apricots, 
grapes, and small fruits, of every descrip- 
tion! were successfully grown. In the old- 
er portion of the province much of the 
land which had becn.used for the produc- 
tion of ordinary farm crops, or for cattle 
raising, was now' being gradually devoted 
to fruit, particularly In the drier interior 
districts, .where extensive Irrigation works 
had been established. Here the land had 
been subdivided into small beddings nf 
from K) to 40- acres, ami sold to Incoming 
settlers, who regarded fruit as their prin- 
cipal livelihood. 

Certainty of Big Crops 
••One- great advantage enjoyed by fruit 
growers in British Columbia was the cer- 
tainty of the crops, as while the produce 
was 'not equally good there bad never been 
any years of .the total failure of any fruit 
crop," such as often occurred ' In other coun- 
tries. This enabled' them to- regularly sup- 
ply the markets, where British Columbia 
was known consequently, in regular de- 
mand. These markets Included (besides the 
home demand) Alberta, .Manitoba. Asslnl- 
•bola aud Saskatchewan, all of which, al- 
though admirably suited for great and 
general agriculture, were unable to grow 
fruit on account of tile climatic conditions 
which there prevailed. Fruit was also 
shipped to Australia, Japan and FIJI, and 
had now begun to lake its place on the 
■English markets, where ll was believed 
that it would in due time replace that 
grown in California and Oregon. 

"The fruit Industry of the province had 
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provided expert usslstonce for fruit grow- 
ers, but had nlso legislated against In- 
'jtirlous Insect' pests nml diseases, This hud 
'Been largely responsible for the great and 
rapid success of the colony in this direc- 
tion. Other institutions for the benefit! of 
the Industry Included the Provincial 'Fruit 
Growers' Association, which was subsidized 
by the government; and affiliated local as- 
sociations, which protected the interests of 
their members by encouraging uniformity 
In the grading and packing of the fruit, 
and co-operation In buying and selling, and 
In the > maintenance of uniform prices In 
both home and distant markets. The Do- 
minion experimental farm at Agnssiz cou- 
tnlncd the largest collection of fruit trees 
and bushes on 'the continent of America, 
where no less than 1,000 varieties of ap- 
ples, besides other fruit, had been grown. 

"A hearty vote of thiiultS wus accorded 
to the lecturer." 

Province Well Advertised 
Continuing, Mr. Palmer slild: "The prov- 
ince, through this fruit exhibit, received 
an enormous amount of advertising of the 
best class, the papers pointing out the 
great possibilities the province possessed 
.for the cultivation of fruits. Its soils and 
Climate, Tills undoubtedly attracted many 
people who had made up their minds to 
settle lu one of the colonies o'f the 'Em- 
pire, aud as a result 1 was simply flooded 
with letters for further Information, and 
was called upon personally by hundreds 
of others, all anxious to learn further of 
our resources In both horticulture and ag- 
riculture. 1 had assurances from scores 
who Intend coining out. to British Columbia, 
nnd they arc nil people of means, and Hie 
majority practical men who purpose going 
into fruit raising on an extensive scale." 

Discussing the market proposition ill 
Englfind, Mr. rainier stated that -it was 
tested by actual sales, -in open competition 
with tin- world, nnd that provincial grown 
apples were equal to any others, and for 
the greater part better. The visit lias 
proved the feasibility of landing In the 
markets of the Old Country, after the 
long lourney, fruit In first class condition, 
aud that the prices to be obtained by the 
growers leave a splendid margin of profit, 
after all the heavy expenses are deducted, 
lie points out, though, that I he varieties 
to be offered are limited, and that when 
these are raised in sufficient quantities, 
representatives of tin- English Importers 
will personally visit the packers and buy 
on the spot. He was advised that the 
large wholesale dealers In fruits were only 
too anxious to get further consignments 
similar to the samples he showed at the 
different exhibitions, and would heartily 
work to ■establish a permanent market. 
Big Fruit Sale in Liverpool 
"It Is Interesting to watch the different 
methods In vogue In the large cities for 
handling and disposing of fruit to the 
trade," continued Mr. Palmer. "Each 
place ihas a different method. For In- 
stance, ut Liverpool, which struck me us 
tlie most satisfactory system, and when' 
an enormous volume of business Is dally 
j transacted, I saw -10.000 cases of oranges, 
lemons and onions disposed of under the 
i hammer, in less than an hour. There 
everything Is sold by sample. The dealers 
| meet In a large hall set aside for the 
purpose, in the centre is an elevator lift 
from the basement, nnd surrounding an' 
tiers of scats. At one end of the hall is 
the auctioneer. The elevator brings up to 
the table a sample of the consignment of- 
fered for sale— which is catalogued. A 
broker asks an attendant for a sample ol 
the fruit, lie lies time to examine It, nnd 
also keeps his eye on the auctioneer and 
makes his bids. Each auctioneer sells for, 
•to minutes at a stretch, and the proceed- 
ings are as strenuous and exciting as any- 
one unversed might care to watch. But 
in incredibly short periods shiploads of 
fruits are rapidly disposed of. 

"At the Covent Garden markets, auction 
sales of fruits are conducted simultaneous- 
ly bv several firms of brokers, which 
means you have divided competition and j 
prices are 'more or less In the hands of I 
brokers. Again the system Is different In 
Glasgow In the handling of consignments 
of fruits. Each big centre has a way of 
Its own, but to me the Liverpool system 
appeared the best nnd quickest.''. 

In connection with the provincial dis- 
play of apples the Scotsman, under the 
caption of "Colonial Fruit for England," 
has the following editorial: . . 
Splendid Article by Scotsman 
"YVliv should British consumers go to 
foreign countries for fruit when they con 
obtain the same hs cheaply nnd of equal 
quality from their own kith and kin over- 
seas? Tlie answer Is obvblus. It is bet- 
ter to trade within the limits of the Em- 
pire whenever possible, nnd with this 
point in view much pain bus been taken 
latch- to bring the .produce of colonial or- 
chards prominently into the. home market. 
The exhibition of fruit, chlclly from the 
Dominion and West Indies, which opens 
today at tlie Itoyill Horticultural Society s 
hall' lu Vincent Square, Westminster, Is 
the latest outcome of this endcavo/. Espe- 
cially noteworthy Is the great display 01 
apples made by the ngent-genorni for Brit- 
ish Columbia, expert opinion being that 
these are of such excellent quality and so 
well suited to the needs of consumers In 
this country that they cannot rail to estab- 
lish u great reputation, nnd probably In 
time displace most .rult of the same kind 
which we have hitherto bought from coun- 
tries fixing a lieavj tariff upon our own 
produce. British Columbia, indeed, prom- 
ises to become the great npple growing 
country of tile future. Hitherto the whole 
harvest of its orchards has been taken up 
bv neighboring colonies; but during tin- 
past season (loO.OOO more trees have been 
planted, and in a climate In which late 
spring frosts, such as those causing so 
much damage with us, are nlniost un- 
known. Its future in this d^ectlon seems 
assured. With good bind selling at £20, 
nnd returning under fruit a profit some- 
times of £10 per acre, only limited capital 
backed by attention to the details of cul- 
tivation 'and marketing Is necessary to

UNITED STATES NAVY IN 1905. 

The United Slates naval construction bus 
made good progress during 1003. The 
country has completed three battleships, 
launched five, and begun three more dur- 
ing the twelve moi'thS, besides launching 
one armored cruise" and one protected 
cruiser, nnd laying I'down two armored 

cruisers. The total dlspll ment. of the 

vessels completed Is 40,000 Ions and the 
displacement or vessels launched aggre- 
gates 103,150 Imis. The total or all classes 
launched for the British navy during the 

same period was 18, with an aggregate dis- 
placement or 117, '.'.M > tons, so that the Unit- 
ed States Is in this respect ahead of the 
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United Kingdom In the output of the pub- 
lic and private yards during 11)05. Tlie 
vessels remaining on the stocks include 
the battleship New Hampshire, nnd the ar- 
mored cruisers Montana and North Caro- 
lina, while the new shipbuilding pro- 
gramme allows for two battleships, thre 
scouts, and four submarines, nil of which 
are now in hand. 

Under the heading "Fleet Increase, 
Promised and Prospective," the New York 
ncruld says: Within nine months the 
active tieet will. 11 Is expected from the 
naval progress reports, lie strengthened by 
the addition of seven battleships and of 
four armored nsd three protected cruisers. 
Two training ships, two torpedo crart, ami 
four submarines will within .1 year be 
also turned over for service, thus leaving 
under construction by January, 1IH)7, six 
battleships, two armored cruisers, and 
burec scout cruisers, together with the 
two battleships authorized at the lust ses- 
sion, and for which the modified plana are 
still under consideration. Though tills in- 
crease In fighting types Is encouraging, It 
Is by no melius a happy ftnhllty. Fairly 
measured, It will make the available total 
a reasonable half of the logical force we 
should be nble to muster by 1012. WTierj 
tills accepted maximum of 44 battleships 
nnd L'2 armored cruisers is attained the ex- 
tension of the fleet can proceed easily on 
lines that will demand the authorization 
only or such vessels as may be needed to 
form homogeneous groups, replacing those 
winch from obsolescence nnd other causes 
must he relegated to the reserve."

ment, composed of Socialists, who 
threatened a counter demonstration, 
shouted revolutionary songs. M. L,e- 
plne thrice summoned the congregation 
to open the gates, which the people 
refused to do, and then firemen were 
ordered to force an entrance. 

Revolvers and Fire Engines Used 

As they mounted ladders in order lo 
break In the windows of the chapel of 
the Virgin, an annex of the church, 
revolver shots rang out and the lire- 
men retired. Later an engine ar- 
rived, and amidst a shower of missiles 
the firemen scrambled up to the roof 
with a hose. The water was turned 
on. and the Interior of the building was 
soon Hooded. 

In the meantime tlie doors had been 
battered down, but the ■ municipal 
guards found barricades Inside and 
met with fierce resistance. Members 
of the guards and the congregation 
were severely hurt, but the authorities 
eventually obtained the. .mastery and 
the demonstrators were captured, one 
by one, and led to the nearest station 
house. 

In the meantime the unruly crowds 
outside had broken through cordons of 
municipal guards and attempted to 
reach the church and engage in a 
fight with Its defenders; but the 
mounted guards eventually closed them 
away Trom the vicinity of the church. 
The crowds are increasing In numbers 
around the church, where it is esti- 
mated about 1S.00I) persons have gath- 
ered. The police force present is not 
slrong enough to hold the people back. 
The municipal guards have repeatedly 
charged. and tlie rioters shout 
"Assassins!" as they arrest the dem- 
onstrators as they emerge from the 
church and are taken away under 
escort.

A few years 
ago there was very little of this class 
of business outside the curio stores, but 
today it is quite different, One firm in 
the city issues over a quarter of a mil- 
lion post, cards every year in addition 
to the handsome souvenir books that are 
also published by them nnd others. An- 
other of the largest stores in the city 
stated that their 'business for .Inly and 
August of this year was the largest 
since they have been in business nnd 
almost the whole of it was with strang- 
ers. 

Recreation Provided for Visitors 

The patronage that has been be- 
stowed upon the tally-ho .service, the 
"Sieing Victoria Electric Car," the 
launch tip the gorge and the auto mo- 
bile liveries lias been such this year us 
to astonish even those who Were san- 
guine ns to the prospects ahead of these 
enterprises. The tally-hos particular- 
ly did an enormous business, making ns 
many as four trips in a day with a full 
compliment of passengers each time. 
The suburban train to Sbawniglin also 
did a larger business this y<nr than 
in the previous year, and the residents 
of the city who make use of this train 
for camping and sporting purposes,. must 
nut forget, that without the possibilities 
offered by the Tourist travel this new 
innovation could not h(f maintained. For 
the first time in the history of the north- 
west a glass bottomed boat lias been 
placed upon these waters and proved 
most successful at Oak bay. It was put 
on rather too late in the season to be 
very we'll advertised, but it will be avail- 
able at the beginning of next season and 
will undoubtedly do a big business.

San Francisco was settled yesterday 
morning; when the C. P. R. accepted' 
the sum of $2,594 for services ren- 
dered by the steamer Queen City on I 
January 19, when the steamer towed 
the lumber drogher from a dangerous! 
position within 000 yards oC Bunsby 
Islands, six miles within the Barrier; 
reefs In the vicinity of Kyuquot, and 
took her to a safe anchorage at Kyu- 
quot. The steamship company were 
lenient, for mariners conversant with 
such cases say that a greater sum | 
would doubtless have been awarded 
had the case gone to trial. The! 
schooner was libeled for $30,000 when 
brought to Victoria under seizure by 
Mr. Hinkson Slddall, marshal of the 
admiralty court, who went to Kyuquot 
to libel the schooner. Messrs. Bod- 
well & Lawson acted for the C. P. R. 
The amount agreed upon In the com- 
promise effected yesterday was 
promptly paid by Captain Jensen on 
behalf of M. Turner & Co. of San 
Francisco, owners of the schooner, and 
the vessel was released from the cus- 
tody of the admiralty marshal. She 
will proceed today to Belllngham to 
load lumber for San Pedro. 

The M. Turner was ea route from 
San Francisco to Belllngham when she 
encountered a southeast gale at the 
entrance to the straits and had her Jib 
and other headsa'.Is split. The vessel 
drifted to the north and toward the 
Vancouver Island coast la the vicinity 
of Barrier reef, a dangerous patch of I 
small rocks and reefs about six miles ! 
long by four miles broad, near the 
entrance to Kyuquot Sound. She drove 
through the archipelago, and how she 
escaped disaster Is a wonder to those | 
wlio found her. She was first re- 
ported by Indians to W. J. Feker, store- | 
keeper at Kyuquot, who went with the | 
Indians to the schooner. Then the [ 
steamer Queen City, bound down with 
the rescued crew of the British ship 
King David on board, 'sighted the (Ms- 
tressed schooner and went to her 
assistance, finally towing her to a safe 
anchorage in Kyuquot, where she re- 
mained with the crew engaged In re- 
pairing her headsalls, until the tug 
Czar arrived with the admiralty mar- 
shal on board, and was then libeled 
and brought to Victoria.
